8 8 Our Piedeceſloꝛs (that is to ſap) in the Firſt year o King - 
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And whereas complaint hath ben to Us made by the Artificers in this Pur Realmof 
England (as Well within Our City of London, as within other Pur Cities, Towns: 
and Woꝛoughs) that notwithſtanding the ſaid Statutes, and the Penalties therein 
contained, Fozeign Mares and Merchandizes of the ſozts afozeſaid (amongſt others) 
have of late been bꝛought from beyond the Seas in great abundance, and ſold within 
this Dur Realm of England and Dominion of Wales, whereby the ſaid Artificers and 
their Families are not only utterly impoveriſhed, the youth not trained up in the ſaid 
Sciences, and thereby the ſaid Faculties, and the exquiſite Knowledge thereof, like in 
thozt time, within this Dur Realm to decay, but divers of Our Cities and Towns are 
thereby much impaired, the whole Realm greatly endamaged, and Fozeign Countries 
much enriched ; Me with the Advice of Dur P2ivy Councel, out of Dur Pꝛincelp 
care of the Artificers of this Dur Realm, in the Sciences afozeſaid, to whom Te re⸗ 
ſolve to give all good encouragement, they being nothing inferiour to Foꝛeigners (al⸗ 
though (as We cannot but take - wg” Dur Subjects are to inclinable to a pꝛeker⸗ 
rence of Fozeign Manufactures befoꝛe Our own) and foꝛ pꝛevention of like miſchiefs koꝛ 
the time to come, have thought fit by this Our Pꝛoclamation to revive the notice and 
memozy of the ſaid Acts of Parliament, and the Penalties therein contained, to the 
end that all perſons which are oꝛ ſhall be therein concerned, may not be able to pꝛe⸗ 
tend ignozance of their dangers oꝛ duties touching the pzemiſſes : And do alſo by like 
Advice by this Our Pꝛoclamation ſtreightly Charge and Command all Merchants, 
„as well Denizens as Strangers, and all other perſons whatſoever, not to pꝛekume at 
any time hereafter to bzing, ſend o2 convey into this Pur Realm of England, o2 D6- 
minion of Wales, from any part beyond the Seas, any Fozeign Bone-Lace, Cut-wozk, 
h Imbꝛoiderp, Fringe of Gold, Silver, Silk, oz Thzead, Lace of Gold oꝛ Silver, Rib- 
bonds, o2 Bever-Hats (oꝛ any other the Wares oz Merchandizes above mentioned, 
oꝛ by the ſaid Acts of Parliament, oꝛ any other Pꝛohibited to be Impoꝛted) by way 
of Merchandize, to be ſold, bartered, oꝛ exchanged within this Pur Realm of England, 
oꝛ Dominion of Wales, contrary to the fozm and effect of the ſaid Acts of Parliament, 
oꝛ any of them, upon the pains and penalties in the laid Acts contained, which (if they 
do) they mulk expect, with the uttermoſt ſeverity,to be inflicted upon them. And fo2 that 
end Tae do hereby ſtreightly Charge and Command all Searchers, Waiters, and all 
other Pur Officers and Miniſters whatſoever (upon the fozfeiture of their Offices 
and Places, and ſuch other Penalties, as fo2 their negligences oꝛ connivances may by 
Law be inflicted upon them) to uſe their uttermoſt care and diligence to diſcover all 
Fozeign Mares and Merchandize avoveſaid, oꝛ others by the laid Acts of Parliament, 
92 any other pꝛohibited, which ſhall be Impoꝛted from beyond the Sea into this Pur 
Kingdom of Eagland, oz Dominion of Wales, contrary to the ſaid Acts oz any of them, 
and toſeize the laid Wares and Merchandizes to Our uſe, to the end ſuch pzoceedings 
may be thereupon had, as ſhall be agreeable to the ſaid Acts. And We do hereby re- 
quire the Chief Baron and Barons of Pur Publique Exchequer, and all other Our 
Judges andMiniſters of Juſtice whatſoever, that they be very careful (as occaſion 
{yall require)toput Pur Laws in due and ffectual execution againſt thoſe which ſhall 

offend in the pzemiſſes. = f 
And whereas divers Acts of Parliament have been made fo2 the reſtraint of the 
waſting of Gold by Gilding, upon great Penalties, notwithſtanding which Acts, 
the Gilding of Coaches in and about Our City of London, and elſewhere in Dur 
Beam of England, and Dominion of Wales, is grown into frequent and exceſſive ule, 
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to the great waſting and expenſe of Gold, whereof by this means (amongſt others) 
there is a great ſcarcity ; We out of Dur Royal Care to pꝛevent this exceſs and mil⸗ 
chief foz the time to come, Do (oy like Advice of Dur Pꝛivy Councel) by this Pur 
Pꝛoclamation ſtreightly Charge and Command all makers of Coaches and Chari⸗ 
ors, and all others which ſhall put to {ale any Coaches oz Chariots within this 
Our Realm of England, and Dominion of Wales, that they do not hereafter Gild 
any Coaches oꝛ Chariots,o2 cauſe the ſame to be Gilded, noꝛ ſell oz expoſe the ſame to 
ſale, being Gilded in any part thereof (except onely ſuch Coaches oꝛ Chariots as 
are 02 ſhall be pꝛovided foꝛ the uſe of Us o2 Our Royal Family, and excepting Coats 
of Arms upon other Coaches) upon ſuch Pains and Penalties to be inflicted upon 
the offenders, as are by Pur Laws and Statutes in ſuch caſe p2ovided.
